Kilday Group Promises Retired Pay Raise; 


Proficiency Pay 
Set To Roll 


Assistant Secretary of Defense William 
H. Francis, jr., told the Kilday Subcom- 
mittee that the Pentagon is all set to 
start proficiency pay advancements in 
the Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine 
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ARMY CofS SPEAKS ON 
“SWORD AND SHIELD” 


ENERAL MAXWELL D. TAY- 

LOR on 19 February delivered 
an address before the National Mil- 
itary-Industry Conference at Chi- 
cago in which he discussed the need 
for balanced military forces. 

The Army Chief of Staff pointed 
out that in conditions of general 
war, ground forces such as the Sev- 
enth Army in Europe provide a 
shield, with U. S. and Allied Air 
Force providing the sword. 

General Taylor noted, however, 
that “in a period of mutual deter- 
rence, our retaliatory sword tends 
to become a shield protecting us 
from the atomic sword of our po- 
tential adversary. The possession 
of our sword prevents him from 
using his sword of similar tem- 
per.” 

In such a case, said General Tay- 
lor, “the Army and tactical air 
forces of the kind which constitute 
a shield in Western Europe now 
assume a new importance in the 
role of mobile strategic forces ca- 
pable of rapid intervention to re- 
sist local aggressions.” 


Dual Concept 

General Taylor summarized the 
situation to the Chicago audience 
in this way: 

“Our strategic requirements in 
an era of mutual deterrence require 
a dual concept of the relation of 
sword and shield. To deter general 
atomic war we must have a shield 
of ground forces capable of effec- 
tive defensive action on the ground. 
At the same time we must maintain 
an awe-inspiring air atomic sword 
clearly capable of destroying an 
aggressor who initiates general 
atomic war. 

“In contrast, in order to cope 
with the more probable threat of 
local aggression, we require a 
shield constituted by our air retali- 
atory power, which holds in check 
hostile forces of similar character. 
This shield also includes’ the 
ground forces of our allies capable 
of imposing delay upon the aggres- 
sor bent upon violating the integ- 
rity of their territory. 

“The active sword, however, is 
represented by strategic mobile 
forces of the Army, Navy, troop 
carrier and tactical air forces which 
are capable of displacing rapidly to 
threatened points, arriving in time 
to suppress promptly a dangerous 
situation which, if unattended, 
might expand into that general con- 
flagration which it is our interest 

_ to avoid. 


Need Balanced Forces 


“This interchangeability of roles 
under conditions of general and 
local war leads me to this final con- 
clusion,” said General Taylor. “The 
requirements of military security 
in this age of megaton weapons re- 
quires us and our allies to main- 
tain a proper balance of offensive 
and defensive strength. 

“While every military man is in- 
stinctively inclined to stress offen- 
sive strength, it is unsound to dis- 
regard the requirements of the 
shied. Indeed, we have noted that 
often the shield becomes the sword 
and the sword the shield—a re- 
minder that we cannot afford to 
neglect any portion of our balanced 
forces which have a role to play in 
our program of deterrence.” 











Insurance Regulation 

Military or civilian personnel of the 
Army are prohibited from representing 
any commercial life insurance company 
or person for the sale of insurance to 
military personnel on any installation, 
with or without compensation. 

Further insurance regulations, stated 
in newly revised AR 600-101, prohibit the 
use of commercial life insurance agents 
for talks on insurance or Government 
benefits. 





Army’s “Corporal” Heads For Retirement; 
Will Promote “Sergeant” To Missile Spot 


The Army has unveiled details of its | 


30 foot “Sergeant” solid propellent mis- 
sile. 

Designed and developed by the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory of the California 
Institute of Technology which did simi- 
lar work for the Private, WAC Corporal 
and Corporal missiles, the Sergeant will 
be produced by the Sperry Gyroscope 
Company. 

Speaking before the Chicago Headline 
Club on 18 February, Dr. William H. 
Martin, Army Director of Research and 
Development, said: 

“The Sergeant represents a completely 
new weapon system embodying late 
technological developments.” 

Noting that Sergeant will be the sec- 
ond generation of the Corporal, which 
has been operational for more than four 
years, Dr. Martin said the new weapon 
“incorporates many improvements over 
its redoubtable predecessor both in pow- 
er and accuracy.” 

The fact that Sergeant is a solid-pro- 
pellant rocket, said Dr. Martin, means 
that “it has far greater mobility, can be 
more easily stored and more quickly got- 
ten into action than many other weapons 
systems.” 

Dr. Martin said the Sergeant is air 
transportable “and can be rapidly em- 
placed and fired under all conditions of 
weather and terrain by a comparatively 
small crew.” 

Sperry Vice Pesident for Research and 
Development, Dr. W. L. Barrow, ex- 
plained that Sperry engineers have been 
working with J.P.L. since the earliest 
stages of design and development of 
Sergeant. The responsibility of Sperry’s 
Surface Armament Division, Sergeant 
production will be handled by the Sperry 
Utah Engineering Laboratory, Salt Lake 
City, Utah. 


TERM CONTRACT ACTION 


Coincidental with the pay hear- 
ings, a House Armed Services Sub- 
committee under Representative 
Overton Brooks (D-La) was con- 
ducting an inquiry this week into 
the proposal to provide term con- 
tracts for Reserve officers on ac- 
tive duty. 

This originally was part of the 
military pay bill but was made a 
matter of separate legislation. 

The bill would authorize the 
Services to enter into contracts 
for fixed periods of service with 
Reserve officers after completion 
of obligated tours of service.

OIS Officers Change

He labels as “penny-wise and pound- 
foolish” the plan to phase officer pay in- 
creases over a period of four years. 

The General Electric Company Presi- 
dent deplores the decision by the Admin- 
istration to reduce top pay for four-star 
oficers from $2000 to $1700 a month—a 
saving of $108,000 that would not run the 
Defense Department for two minutes. 

The President of General Electric said 
he favors the abrupt elimination of the 
military pay longevity system. And, he 
said, he “violently objects” to the Ad- 
ministration’s six per cent cost-of-living 
proposal and to the plan to reduce the 
pay of senior officers below the level 
recommended by the Cordiner Com- 
mittee. 


Asks Rebuttal Chance 


He advised the committee that if Sec- 
retary of Defense Neil H. McElroy offers 
strong support for the Administration 
pill, as opposed to the Cordiner plan, 
that he would like to be heard in re- 
buttal. 

In a long question-answer session with 
the committee Mr. Cordiner said he be- 
lieves the proposed pay bill will not be an 
all-time solution to the problem of mili- 
tary pay. Technological advances, he 
said, may make it necessary to review 


the entire pay structure again in the 
next three or four years. 
Chairman Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex.) 


complimented Mr. Cordiner for “pulling 
no punches” in his testimony. He said 
he doubted that the country and the 
Congress had been aware of the chang- 
ing compensation needs of the military 
services before the Cordiner Committee 
reported the results of its exhaustive 
study. He praised the industrialist for 
the patriotic service which he and mem- 
bers of his Committee performed. 

Mr. Cordiner agreed with committee 
members that the Administration’s pro- 
posal “falls far short of the target” at 
which his group had aimed. 

He said a new pay system for the 
Armed Forces will be effective only if 
the full recommendations of the Cor- 
diner Committee are enacted and if the 
Pentagon practices the type of man- 
power management which will assure 
full implementation of the law in all 
respects. 


Could Supplant Draft 
Repeating in essence the conclusions of 
his Committee last May, Mr. Cordiner 
said that enactment of the new pay plan 
would boost combat effectiveness, save 
up to $5 billion per year, and possibly 
eliminate the need for the draft. 

Here is what he had to say on the 6% 
plan, phasing of officer pay, and pay for 
top ranks, 

ACROSS -THE-BOARD INCREASE: 
Mr, Cordiner told the Subcommittee that 
“the Armed Forces now pay a man so lit- 
tle for earning a promotion that it is 
hardly worth the effort.” He said “a gen- 
eral pay raise would just make the prob- 
lem worse.” 

Chairman Cordiner explained that a 
general increase “would once more re- 
ward poor work just as well as outstand- 
ing work, and would again squeeze down 
the per cent age difference between the 
easy jobs and the difficult and responsi- 
ble positions.” 

He said “any across-the-board increases 
would work at cross purposes with the 
incentive system that our Committee 
worked out, and would tend to water 
down the effects of our proposals.” 
According to Mr. Cordiner, “if the Gov- 
ernment waters down the differential in 
pay between the really critical skills and 
those that are easy to learn by means of 
across-the-board increases, to that extent 
it will reduce the incentive for a man to 
take up the difficult skills that are needed 
most.” 

PHASING OFFICER PAY: Mr. Cordi- 
ner advised the Kilday Subcommittee 
that he must “lodge a protest” against 
the plan to phase the officer pay increases 
over four years. 

“At first thought,” said Mr. Cordiner,

“this seems like a relatively harmless way 
to save $100 million—certainly a laudable 
objective. But much as I favor economy 
in government,” he commented, “I must 
offer my opinion that this so-called ‘co- 
version’ plan or ‘phasing in’ is penny-wise 
and pound-foolish.” 

The phasing of the pay increases, Mr. 
Cordiner contended, “will substantially 
destroy the psychological effect of the in- 
troduction of the new incentives ... To 
throw away this opportunity by creeping 
up slowly and grudgingly on the new pay 
scales, over a period of years, would be a 
serious mistake in strategy.” 

He said also that the four-year conver- 
sion program “would make it much more 
difficult to administer the managerial con- 
trols that are as important to this pro- 
gram as the new pay structure. 


Open Promotion Channels 


“Being realistic about it,” said Mr. 
Cordiner, “there are many officers who 
should be retired to open up the channels 
of advancement for outstanding young 
men. 

“If the new pay scales go into effect im- 
mediately, these men can be retired in 
good conscience at the new levels, and 
without the possibility of creating end- 
less dissatisfaction at all levels. 

“If the pay increases are introduced 
gradually,” he stated, “I predict that 
there will be great difficulty in persaud- 
ing the Defense Department to retire 
these officers before they have achieved 
the full pay scales, 

“This means that for four more years, 
the channels of advancement will be 
clogged and many fine young men will be 
so discouraged that they will leave.” 

Concluding his protest against the four- 
year conversion plan for officer and war- 
rant officer pay, Chairman Cordiner said 
it is “frankly unfair to the persons who 
qualify for these new levels of pay. 


Cites “Colonel” Example 


“If it is decided, for example,” he ob- 
served, “that the work of a colonel is 
worth $950 a month, as the Defense Ad- 
visory Committee believes it is, then it is 
obviously unfair to say to the colonel: 
‘With this legislation we acknowledge 
that your services are actually worth $950 
a month, but this year we are not going 
to pay you what your services are worth. 
For next year, nor the year after that. 
Only after four years will we pay you 
what we think your services are really 
worth today; but we ask you to make this 
sacrifice for your country.’ 

“Does this provide the incentives and 
motivation you are seeking,” questioned 
Mr. Cordiner. “Does it represent the in- 
tegrity and justice of the United States 
government?” 


TOP-RANK PAY: Mr. Cordiner was no 
less forthright in his testimony concern- 
ing top pay in the Services. Noting that 
only 30 people are affected by the cut 
from $2000 to $1700 in the maximum mili- 
tary pay, Chairman Cordiner said: 

“The money saved in a year by this ill- 
advised reduction in the Committee’s rec- 
ommendations would amount to $108,000. 
This would not even run the Defense De- 
partment for two minutes. But it could 
make a decided difference, in the years 
ahead, in the quality of people who stay 
in the Armed Forces and become the next 
generation of military leaders.” 

Declared Mr. Cordiner: “Of all places 
to skimp on pay, these few top jobs are 
the worst possible places to skimp. 

“When a young man of outstanding po- 
tential makes up his mind whether to 
build a military career or get out and 
work for a top position in industry, do 
you think he looks at the beginners’ sal- 
aries,” Mr. Cordiner asked rhetorically. 

“Of course not,” he said. “If he has any 
vision and ability, he looks at the rewards 
for advancement, and ultimately he looks 
toward the highest positions he could at- 
tain in military or civilian life.” 

Mr. Cordiner said the pay for the top 
military positions proposed by his Com- 
mittee “do not match civilian opportuni- 
ties for outstanding managers, but along 
with the other attractions of military life, 
they at least make the opportunities more 
comparable. The key incentives must not 
be watered down,” he insisted.

Other proposed changes being dis- 
cussed would: 


e Authorize early retirement of thou- 
sands of twice-passed over officers who 
have completed at least 20 years’ service. 
Retention boards would be established 
to review the records of colonels and 
lieutenant colonels (Navy captains and 
commanders) who have twice failed of 
selection. Those not named for retention 
would be retired. 


e Permit faster promotion for out- 
standing officers by authorizing selection 
boards to name five per cent below pro- 
motion zones for permanent advance- 
ment. 


e Revise the so-called “guaranteed” 
service of permanent officers—30 years 
for permanent colonel and 28 for lieu- 
tenant colonel. 


The Army is known to be opposed to 
many of the pending changes in the Offi- 
cer Personnel Act. 


The Navy, which has a critical hump 
problem, is said to favor the legislation. 


The Air Force, also with a hump prob- 
lem, is reliably reported to be in favor 
of the changes also. 


Mr. Francis said the proposed revisions 
in the OPA are part of a comprehensive 
military manpower management pro- 
gram. 


The changes must be approved by the 
Bureau of the Budget before the Penta- 
gon is able to send a legislative pro- 
posal to the Capitol. 


Hotshot Il Breaks 
Escape Barrier 


Escape velocity, the minimum speed 
needed to propel planes or missiles out 
of the earth’s gravitational field into 
space, has been duplicated and exceeded 
for the first time in a wind tunnel. 

The feat was performed by Air Re- 
search and Development Command sci- 
entists in Tunnel Hotshot II at ARDC’s 
Arnold Engineering Development Cen- 
ter, Tullahoma, Tenn. 

During test runs on Hotshot II, the 
scientists achieved a peak air speed of 
32,400 m.p.h., or about 9 miles per second, 
for a duration of one-tenth of a second. 
Escape velocity is seven miles per second. 

Tunnel Hotshot II features a 50-inch- 
diameter test section, large enough to 
accommodate large-scale models of mis- 
sile nose cones. It is a larger, improved 
version of Hotshot I, which was used to 
test Atlas, Thor, Titan and Polaris nose 
cones.

“SORRY RESULTS” 
OF PRESENT PAY 


HE testimony of Chairman Cor- 

diner before the House Armed 
Services Subcommittee was high- 
lighted by the following report on 
“the sorry results” of the present 
military manpower problem: 

1. THE NATIONAL DEFENSE 
costs far more than it should, both 
in manpower and _ taxpayers’ 
money. The Armed Forces estimate 
that the manpower problem is cost- 
ing approximately $5 billion a year. 
This is how much less it would 
cost to achieve today’s level of de- 
fense capability with an experi- 
enced, professional force that had 
the right balance of skills. 


2. THE FEDERAL BUDGET is 
being unnecessarily swollen by 
this continuing waste of money, 
which adds to an already heavy 
burden of taxes. 


3. LIVES ARE BEING LOST in 
training accidents — lives that 
would not have to be risked if the 
armed forces could keep their 
pilots, mechanics, and other skilled 
personnel, and did not have to 
send so many raw recruits through 
the process of learning the danger- 
ous skills. 

4. OUR NATIONAL DEFENSE 
is in danger of deteriorating be- 
cause technology is advancing 
much faster than the skills and 
experience of the armed forces. 
The experienced officers of World 
War II are getting older, with 
relatively few outstanding young 
men staying to take their place. 
The United States is heading for 
serious difficulty unless a complete 
program of action is undertaken 
immediately, to produce a long- 
lasting solution to the military 
manpower problem. 

Now, problems of such a deep- 
rooted nature will never be solved 
by stop-gap measures, or by trying 
to apply a few patches to a struc- 
ture that has become out-of-date. 
Instead, you need to make a funda- 
mental change in the system of 
manpower management and com- 
pensation in the armed forces. 
Your Career Compensation Act of 
1955 made an important beginning 
in this direction. Now we urge 
that you take this next, more sig- 
nificant step toward the develop- 
ment of a professional force that 
will give this country the instant 
readiness it must have in the age 
of missiles. 

THE DEFENSE ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE FOUND, through 
its studies and interviews, that 
many factors influence the de- 
cisions of the men who decide to 
leave the Armed Forces, such as 
inadequate housing, extended ab- 
sence from home, and social pres- 
sures on the families of service- 
men. But the most significant fac- 
tor is the pay system of the 
Armed Forces. This pay system is 
based on paying primarily for 
length of service—regardless of 
the value of the services per- 
formed. It encourages mediocrity, 
and discourages ambition and out- 
standing performance.

The new aircraft are being deliv- 
ered to Japan for assignment to 
Headquarters, Eighth United States

Aerial delivery of Army aircraft to 
overseas destinations was initiated in 
June of last year when two L-23 D 
“Seminoles” were flown from the 
United States to Heidelberg, Germany. 
A total of eleven “Seminoles” have 
beeen flown to Europe and recently 
two L-23 D’s were flown to Thialand. 

The Army said such flights provide 
invaluable training for pilots and “es- 
tablish the capability of rapid ecnom- 
ical replacement of aircraft in flyable 
condition to overseas commands.” 

The “Seminole” is a command-type 
twin-engine airplane employed at 
corps and higher headquarters level 
for command, liaison and courier mis- 
sions. Carrying a pilot and five passen- 
gers it is capable of long range all- 
weather flying and can be flown safely 
on one engine in an emergency. 

Manufactured by Beech Aircraft 
Corporation, Wichita, Kans., the L-23 
D has a normal range of 800 miles, 
however, added fuel tanks extend its 
range to approximately 1,600 miles. 

The longest hop of the Europe-Asia 
flight is 1,230 miles, from Torbay, 
Newfoundland to Lajes, Azores.

MEMO FOR DYEING 


Don’t dye with your boots on is 
the latest piece of Army do-it- 
yourself advice. 


Detailing the procedures to be 
followed in dyeing russet-colored 
combat boots black, Circular 670- 
22 says: “Under no circumstances 
should boots be dyed while on the 
feet of the individual.” 


Here is how it should be done: 


‘ta. Wash boots (uppers and tongue) 
with a cloth using tepid water (do 
not submerge boots) and a mild com- 
mercial soap or saddle soap to remove 
all dirt, stains, and old wax. Unless 
boots are completely cleaned, dyes 
will not act effectively. Soaps having 
an alkali base are harmful to leather 
and should not be used. 

b. Apply a good grade of commer- 
cial black dye while the boots are 
damp (not wet) and allow to dry and 
set. Dye should be applied in accord- 
ance with the directions furnished by 
the manufacturer of redye kit. After 
the boots are thoroughly dried they 
should be polished with a black wax 
base polish. 

ec. Fumes generated from the dye 
present a hazard; therefore a well 
ventilated area should be used, Under 
no circumstances should boots be dyed 
while on the feet of the individual.”’

But 
it could be done. You see, it’s only a question of 
how physical matter is organized. As a great 
biophysicist explained, ‘If material is organized in 
a certain way, it will walk like a man. If it is 


organized in another way, it will fly like a missile.’” 


Still, wouldn't there be something missing in the 
complete man-made Man—something very im- 


portant? 


“Yes,” said the scientist. “A soul.”

450 SHIPS APPROACH OBSOLESCENCE 


Half of the Navy’s 900-ship Fleet will be obsolete within three years. 

Nearly 450 combatant ships, a Navy spokesman said, “are of the type which 
have been modernized to the ultimate extent possible.” 

He noted that the problem of bloc obsolescence arises from the fact that 
ships have long lives, coupled with the fact that there was a decade in which 
the United States did not begin any new construction. 

The problem now, he said, is two-fold. 

First, the Navy must keep these aging vessels ship-shape on a “make do” 
basis to meet any threat which might arise. 


Second, the Navy must obtain enough funds to replace these “mighty old” 


It was pointed out that the Navy now has less than 100 up-to-date sub- 
marines. The majority of the Navy’s underseas Fleet is used for training pur- 
poses. This fact was contrasted with a conservative estimate that the Russians 
have a Fleet of more than 450 submarines, slightly more than eight times the 
number the Germans had at the start of WWII. 


On the bright side, however, it was noted that the Navy has greatly in- 
creased its anti-submarine warfare capability during the past few years. The 
Navy has built into its cruisers an ASW capability which it did not have dur- 
ing WWII. All new construction ships and conversions are being equipped 
with ASW weapons. About 90 per cent of all combatant ships have ASW 








Navy Opens Huge BOQ | 88 Win Commissions 


At Treasure Island 


A five-story BOQ with accommoda- 
tions for 355 officers has been opened 
at the U. S. Naval Station, Treasurer 
Island, Calif., under Capt. John O .Kinert.

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AMC Will Cross-Train For - Quality Control; 
TTAF Tells Plans For Missile Training 


EGINNING 1 April the Air Materiel 

Command expects to “cross-train” its 
quality control personnel between indus- 
try plants and Air Force test sites. 

The cross training, said AMC head- 
quarters at Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio, 
“will assure continuity of quality control 
actions in all logistic aspects during the 
life cycle of the missiles.” On theTHOR 
IRBM, one of the Air Force’s three 
current ballistic missiles, the program 
will work like this: 

The Thor airframe is manufactured by 
Douglas Aircraft. Air Force quality con- 
trol people from Douglas may be cross 
trained at A-C Spark Plug, where the 
guidance system is made; at General 
Electric where the nose cone is built; and 
at North American Aviation’s Rocket- 
dyne division which manufactures the 
propulsion unit. 

At the same time, other specialists 
from Douglas, A-C and Rocketdyne would 
cross train at the test sites, Patrick and 
Edwards Air Force Bases. Specialists 
from the equipment contractors would 
train at Douglas, seeing how their com- 
ponents are integrated in the missile. 

Present plans call for approximately 
100 civilian employees of the Air Force 
to take part in the program, with more 
expected to follow at a later date. 

This program also will tie in with an- 
other quality control project, that of 
hiring some 31 professional engineers to 
work at ballistic missile manufacturers 
and at test sites. Some of these engineers 
will be included in the cross training 
program. 





AJ. Gen. Wiley D. Ganey, Command- 

er of the Technical Training Air 
Force has reported details on Air Force 
missile training plans. 

While models of the huge SM-65 Atlas 
ICBM and SM-75 Thor IRBM are being 
tested at Cape Canaveral, Fla., special 
missile training programs simultaneously 
are being developed at four technical 
training bases hundreds of miles away. 

Programs also are being developed for 
training of personnel on the SM-68 Titan 
ICBM, the IM-99 Bomarc, SM-62 Snark, 
and the SM-73 Goose, among others. 

Training on a number of missiles has 
long been underway at Lowry AFB, 
Colo. The established programs there in- 
clude courses on the Falcon and Side- 
winder, as well as for the TM-76 Mace, 
successor of the Matador. 

Chanute AFB, IIl., will be the site of 
training on the Bomarc and Goose mis- 
siles, while Amarillo AFB, Tex., will 
handle the Snark program. 

Programs for the Atlas, Titan, and the 
Thor IRBM will be activated at four 
bases. Each base will train specialists in 
a particular functional area. Training on 
airframe and airborne guidance com- 
ponets will be at Sheppard AFB, Tex. 
Chanute will instruct propulsion and 
fuel handling courses, and Lowry will 
train on the warhead. Courses on all 
phases of ground environment equipment 
will be taught at Keesler AFB, Miss. 

Missile contractors now are conducting 
instructor training at the factories. When 
programs on a particular missile are 
begun key instructors will be ready.

Improved retention of 
qualified personnel and reduced per- 
onnel turnover will produce dollar sav- 
ings in training, costs, transportation, 
maintenance, and operations. In addi- 





tion, studies last year indicated that

Another way to look at this is to 
assess the cost of increased capability. 
For example, General LeMay has stated 
that if qualified persons were available 
in the Strategic Air Command, combat 
capability of that command would be 
increased by the equivalent of six and 
one-half B-47 wings. To achieve this 
same increase without qualified man- 
power, it would be necessary to buy the 
additional forces. In brief, any given 
level of defense can be purchased for a 
great deal less if qualified personnel 


ire available. 


Gradual Transition 


Second, these proposals will help in 
gradual transition to a volunteer 


force—men in uniform because they 


sh to be. It is only right that we look 


to a time when compulsion in any form 


no longer needed to maintain mili- 
tary forces. I firmly believe that the 


legislation here before you is a first and 
most important step in that direction 


Our task, even when armed with this 
bill, will require time—time to influ- 
ence, time to motivate, and time to re- 
place. It is impossible to measure in 
idvance the precise impact our new 
program will have on our over-all man- 
power situation. There are bound to be 

1e anomalies, particularly as we take 
initial steps. 


We ask, however, that you have con- 
fidence in us, for we share with you a 
large measure of responsibility for the 
national security; and, we ask also that 
you recognize our determination to cor- 
rect our deficiencies. and to maintain 
our house in order. We expect no mir-

ultimately, a dramatic improvement in 
our order of readiness.

Ft. Riley Hospital 
Honors Fighting Doctor 


Ft. Riley, Kans., has dedicated its new 
hospital in honor of Brig. Gen. Bernard 
J. D. Irwin, the “fighting doctor” who 
served twice as Riley surgeon before the 
turn of the century. 

Attending the dedication ceremonies 
were Maj. Gen. Silas B. Hays, Army 
Surgeon General, Maj. Gen. David H. 
Buchanan, Ft. Riley and ist Infantry 
Division Commanding General, and oth- 
er high ranking civilian and military 
guests. 

General Irwin won his fame as the 
“fighting doctor” in February 1861, when 
he assumed command of two infantry 
detachments under attack by the Chiri- 
cahua Apache Indians near Apache Pass, 
Ariz. For his gallantry in that action he 
was awarded the first Congressional 
Médal of Honor. He died in 1917.

Rocketdyne Division of North

New Defense Div. 
In Bell Aircraft 


Bell Aircraft Corporation will merge 
all its Buffalo and Niagara Frontier de- 
fense products activities into an autono- 
mous operating unit to be known as the 
Niagara Frontier Division. 

Raised to the same level of the com- 
pany’s seven other operations, the activi- 
ties of the new division will be under the 
direction of Ray P. Whitman, First Vice 
president of the Corporation and Divi- 
sion General Manager. 

The Company also has announced the 
appointments of Vice President Roy J. 
Sandstrom to plan and direct all Bell ac- 
tivities in the satellite and space travel 
categories. 

“It is Bell’s intention,” said Leston 
Faneuff, Bell President, “to intensify ef- 
forts in the growing field of space ve- 
hicles and satellites.” 

Reporting directly to Mr. Whitman 
will be Vice President Julius J. Domon- 
kos, General Manager of the Aircraft Di- 
vision, as well as Mr. Sandstrom in his 
new capacity. Also reporting to Mr. Whit- 
man will be Glenn R. Lord, Manager of 
the Special Weapons Division; John H. 
vanLonkhuyzen, Manager of the Avionics 
Division and William M. Smith, Man- 
ager of the Rockets Division. 

Mr. Whitman, co-founder and an offi- 
cer of Bell since 1935, has been associated 
with aviation for 42 years. He was one 
of the first employees in 1916 of the Avia- 
tion Section of the Army Signal Corps., 
later became a project engineer with the 
Army Air Corps and entered industry in 
1925 with Consolidated Aircraft Corpora- 
tion in Buffalo. In 1930 he was elected a 
vice president and assistant general man- 
ager and a director of Consolidated. 

From 1935 to 1941, Whitman served as 
Vice President, Treasurer and Purchas- 
ing of Bell, but relinquished this triple 
assignment to become First Vice Presi- 
dent. During WW II, he was manager of 
Bell’s Buffalo-Niagara Falls operations, 
which produced more than 15,000 fighter 
planes, as well as other war materials. 

Mr. Sandstrom, a 20-year company em- 
ployee, has headed such famous projects 
as the Bell high-speed, high-altitude air- 
planes, the X-1, the X-1A and the X-2, be- 
fore becoming Executive Chief Engineer 
in May 1949. 

In 1950 he was elected vice president 
in charge of engineering and in 1956 was 
named general manager of the newly- 
formed Weapons Systems Division. 

The Aircraft Division is in charge of 
the company’s VTOL airplane projects 
as well as the subcontracting of aircraft 
components for other prime contractors.

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Source Selection Board Method Keeps 
Missile Procurement Current, Says AMC 


The Source Selection Board method of 
buying aircraft, adopted in 1956, is being 
used to keep Air Force missile procure- 
ment current with the fast-developing 
missile program, according to Air Ma- 
teriel Command sources at Wright Pat- 
terson AFB, Ohio. 

Replacing the old design competition 
system, this method was designed to 
shorten the development cycle on weap- 
on systems, concentrate effort on a lim- 
ited number of designs, and retain com- 
petition between contractors well into the 
“hardware” development stage. 

Prior to adoption of the Source Selec- 
tion Board procedure, procurement of 
weapon systems and subsystems was by 
detailed “design competition,” requiring 
extensive work on the part of multiple 
proposing contractors. 

The Source Selection Board is com- 
posed of especially selected management 
and professional personnel from Air Re- 
search and Dvelopement Command, Air 
Materiel Command, and the using com- 
mand, such as SAC. 

Procedures followed by the Board be- 
gin when it is notified by USAF of the 
need for a specific type of major weapon 
system. The Source Selection Board 
identifies and screens an all-inclusive 
group of potential qualified contractors 
against the general criteria established 
for the system by Headquarters, USAF. 
After initial screening of these contrac- 
tors, those judged to have the capability 
to design and produce this type of weap- 
on system are asked to confer with the 
Source Selection Board. At this time an 
outline of what is desired is presented 
and interested companies submit a man- 
agement proposal within a_ specified 
time. 

These proposals are evaluated by the 
Source Selection Board against criteria 
established for each system or subsystem. 
Points considered include technical de- 
tails, cost analysis, competency of the 
company’s engineering and management 





staff, the work force's abilities, availabili- 
ty of supplies, and location of subcon- 
tractors. Companies submitting propos- 
als are then arranged in an order of 
merit depending on the score given them 
in the evaluation proceedings. 

The Board then recommends to the 
commanders of ARDC, AMC and the us- 
ing command the names of not less than 
the top two contractors to whom con- 
tracts should be awarded. (reason for se- 
lecting at least two contractors is to ob- 
tain competition throuzhout the techni- 
cal development phase during which 
time the Air Force performs a continu- 
ous evaluation of the contractors.) 

When progress has been made by the 
contractors to the point that competition 
can no longer be justified, the Source Se- 
lection Board arranges for an on-site 
evaluation of each contractor’s progress 
and accomplishment. This survey is con- 
ducted by the most highly qualified ex- 
perts available to the Air Force. Findings 
are then reported to the Board. 

Based on this evaluation a final selec- 
tion of the best production source is 
made, through procedures similar to 
those used for the initial contractor se- 
lection. 

It is contended that under the old de- 
sign competition method, by the time 
evaluation had been completed and the 
contract awarded, the rapidly moving 
state of the art often resulted in such ma- 
jor changes that the system finally de- 
livered bore little resemblance to the 
original design. 

Also, AMC officials say, it was not pos- 
sible to consider, concurrently with the 
technical evaluation, the ultimate pro- 
duction and logistic capability of each 
‘ontractor. During the critical period of 
the development cycle—from contract 
initiation through mock-up—there was 
no competition to spur the contractor to 
his best effort, since the competition had 
been completed before actual “hardware” 
work began.

CAB Tightens Rules 
For Military Flights 


The Civil Aeronautics Board will 
tighten air traffic rules effective 1 April 
to enforce more stringent controls on 
military aircraft flights within the United 
States. 

The Board amended its civil air regu- 
lations to allow military aircraft to de- 
viate from air traffic rules only when 
non-compliance with the rules is “re- 
quired by military emergency or current 
military necessity essential to the defense 
of the U.S.” The Board explained that all 
deviations from established rules will 
require prior notice to the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration. 

Previous air traffic regulations have 
not specified the conditions under which 
military aircraft could deviate from es- 
tablished air traffic rules. 

The Board said it recognized that un- 
der certain circumstances it may be nec- 
essary for the military to conduct opera- 
tions which cannot comply with civil air 
regulations. However, the Board said it 
intends the revised regulations to have 
all other military flights, such as train- 
ing operations, conducted under the 
terms of a waiver by the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Administrator and not under the 
“non-compliance” authority previously 
possessed by the Services. 

In another action, the CAB authorized 
the Civil Aeronautics Administrator to 
establish blocks of airspace for restricted 
use when necessary to assure flight 
safety. Under this rule the Administra- 
tor may “impose such terms, conditions 
and limitations as he may deem neces- 
sary.” 

The Board said that the Administrator, 
acting under his new authority, “shall 
give full consideration to the require- 
ments of national defense” and must af- 
ford all interested parties full opportu- 


| nity to participate “in the rule making 


process.” 

Implementations of the new regula- 
tions are expected to be issued by the 
Civil Aeronautics Administrator within 





the next month.
